patients. The Hospital is situated in a healthful 
locality, and is provided with the most modern and 
approved appliances for the comfort, welfare, and 
treatment of the sick. Its wards are spacious and 
well ventilated; Russian, Turkish and Medicated 
Baths are comprised among its bathing accommo- 
dations. Especial care has been exercised in the 


selection of faithful and capable nurses. The. 


Hospital is intended to afford to persons of mod- 
erate means the best and most efficient aid in the 
treatment of medical and surgical diseases. 


One half of its beds are free, for the reception of 


such worthy persons, requiring hospital treatment, 
as may be unable to pay the customary charges. 

Persons of ample means will not be admitted ex- 
cept under special circumstances, and after applica- 
tion has been made to the Resident Physician of the 
Institution by a member of the Visiting Staff. 

The Hospital has ample capacity for two hun- 
dred patients. It is divided into four departments, 
as follows : 

1st. A General Medical Department. 

2d. A General Surgical Department. 

3d. A Lying-in Department, including Diseases of 
Females. 

4th. A Genito-Urinary Department, including Dis- 
eases of the Skin.

GENERAL RULES AND REGULATIONS, 
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The charge for Board is Seven dollars per week, pay- 
able monthly in advance. 

Private rooms from Twenty to Twenty-five dollars 
per week. 

For children, Three dollars per week. 

Cases of sudden injury occurring in the vicinity will 
be temporarily cared for without charge. 

No cases of contagious disease will be admitted. 

No incurable cases will be received. Such cases 
as, after thorough and satisfactory medical treatment, 
may be pronounced chronic, and cannot be further re- 
lieved, will not be retained for an indefinite period. 

Application for admission must be made to the Resi- 
dent Physician personally, by the friends of patients, or 
(if necessary) by letter, and not by patients in person, as 
ull applicants must be examined by the Resident Physi- 
cian at their places of abode, before admission to the 
Hospital. 

Applications from the country must be accompanied 
with the certificate of a responsible physician, giving a 
concise history of the disease or difficulty, and condition 
of the applicant. 

The Stranger’s Hospital is designed to afford a home — 
in sickness for permanent as well as transient residents of 
the city, who are unable to obtain at home or hotel the 
care and treatment of which they stand in need. It also 
admits those from the country afflicted with grave or 
unusual diseases, requiring for their relief a speciai skill 
and experience, not readily attainable at their homes. . 

The accommodations for private patients are ample and 
commodious and afford every desirable comfort and con- 
venience for the sick or convalescent. For the benefit of 
the latter class, the Patron of the Hospital has established 
a Reading Room, furnished with fine pictures, and a Chess 
Room; both of which on appointed evenings are made 
available to residents of the vicinity. 


VARIOUS ROUTES 


TO REACH 


The Strangers’ Hospital, 
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‘Broadway and 8th Street Stages pass the door. 


Broadway and 2d Street Stages pass the door in going from the Hospi- 
tal, and in coming up town stop at 2d Street and Avenue D. 


Avenue © line comes within one block of Hospital (corner Avenue C 
and 10th Street,) goes to the Jersey and Hoboken Ferries, and is 
the best route to serve passengers in Broadway, corner Houston 
Street. 


Belt Rail Road, from 59th Street to the Battery, pass the door, follows 
the River fronts, and stops at all Ferries on East and North 
Rivers. ; 

Green Cars running through Avenue A pass corner Avenue A and 10th 
Street (three blocks off), go from Grand Street Ferry to Wehawken 
Ferry through Avenue A to 14th Street, to Broadway, to 34th 
Street, to Tenth Avenue, to 42d Street. 


Green Cars in Avenue D (pass the door) to Houston and Grand Street 
Ferries, to East Broadway, to Chatham Street, to City Hall. 


Green Point Ferry, terminating foot of 10th Street, is the best route for 
Brooklyn, Williamsburgh, and Green Point people. 


Harlem Boat stops both ways at foot 10th Street and lands passengers.
